Magical Psalter 


The Psalms have been widely used in magical for many centuries. The method of Abramelin (Book 2, 
chap. 20) recommends that "all the Psalms of David" be recited at least twice every week. It also makes 
special use of the "Seven Penitential Psalms" (Ps 6, 32, 38, 51, 102, 130, 143 -- see Book 3, chapter 26). 
John Dee does likewise (See Peterson, John Dee's Five Books of Mystery.) 

A Hebrew text dating from the middle ages, Shimmushe Tehillim, describes magical uses of Psalms. An 
English translation of this text is included in the so-called Sixth and Seventh Books of Moses. 

This document includes all the Psalms which are used for magical purposes in the Key of Solomon, 
excluding individual verses found on the pentacles. The English translation is from the King James Version 
(KJV). Text in red font is rubric, i.e. not normally recited (or sung).

(3) They are all gone aside, they are all together become 
filthy: there is none that doeth good, no, not one. (4) Have all the workers of iniquity no knowledge? who 
eat up my people as they eat bread, and call not upon the Lord. (5) There were they in great fear: for God is 
in the generation of the righteous. (6) Ye have shamed the counsel of the poor, because the Lord is his 
refuge. (7) Oh that the salvation of Israel were come out of Zion! when the Lord bringeth back the 
captivity of his people, Jacob shall rejoice, and Israel shall be glad.

(8) They also that dwell in the uttermost parts are afraid at thy 
tokens: thou makest the outgoings of the morning and evening to rejoice. (9) Thou visitest the earth, and 
waterest it: thou greatly enrichest it with the river of God, which is full of water: thou preparest them corn, 
when thou hast so provided for it. (10) Thou waterest the ridges thereof abundantly: thou settlest the 
furrows thereof: thou makest it soft with showers: thou blessest the springing thereof. (11) Thou crownest 
the year with thy goodness; and thy paths drop fatness. (12) They drop upon the pastures of the wilderness: 
and the little hills rejoice on every side. (13) The pastures are clothed with flocks; the valleys also are 
covered over with corn; they shout for joy, they also sing.
